The strike among the workers of 
the Mobile and Ohio railroad, which 
is controlled by the Southern, also 
was settled on the same basis. The 
workers of the two roads, and those 
employed on all other lines controlled 
by the Southern who went on strike, 
are to return immediately to work 
with seniority rights un*mpaired. 

Orders were telegraphed by the 
shop le~ J tonight to divisional 
chairme1 vf the various labor unions 
throughout the south to instruct their 
mefi to return to work at once. Simi- 
lar orders were sent out by the 
Southern’s officials to their super- 
intendents to put all the former 
workmen back at their old jobs as 
soon as they applied. 

The conference had been in ses- 
sion three hours when William H. 
Johnston, president of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, as 
spokesmen for the union chiefs, an- 
nounced that a settlement had been 
reached. Henry W. Miller, vice pres- 
ident of the Southern lines, in charge 
of operations exhibited a copy of the 
agreement beating signatures of the 
union representatives and of -the 
Southern, remarking that he expected 
most of the striking workers to be 
back at work within a week. 

The refusal of the shop leaders to 
sign last Saturday led to doubt in 
some quarters as to the outcome of 
today’s meeting. It was understood 
that the deeision in favor of settle 
ment was influenced largely by Pres. 
ident Johnston, who was said to have 
urged an amicable agréement in the 
interest of “industrial peace.” 

KE. EB. Norris, of St. Lows, vice. 
president and general manager of the 
Mobile and Ohio road, acted as 
spokesman for that system in the ne- 
gotiations. 

STRIKERS MUST APPLY 
FOR JOBS CN C..& W. C. 

Augusta, Ga., September 18.-—(Spe- 
cial.) —R. G. Smith, S. W. Rowe, C. 
F. Heath, H. GC. Caver and E. D. 
Reese, a committee of the striking 
shopmen of the Charleston and West- 
ern Carolina railway, had a confer- 
ence, by appointment, with A. W. An- 
derson, vice president and general 
manager. Mr. Smith, for the com- 
mittee asked Mr. Anderson if the C. 
& W. C. would consént to go gong 
with the Warfield strike settlement 
plan. Mr. Anderson replied that it 
would not, and made a formal reply 
in writing. 

In his written statement Mr. Ander- 
son reverted to his public. statement 
of July 6. Today Mr. Anderson said, 
“since publishing this notice (of July 
6) our position has not been changed 
in the slightest. Any application for 
employment that may. be made by 
strikers or others will be duly con- 
sidered and prompt and definite an- 
swers giyen applicants in each case.” 

-“Tt js hardly necessary for me to 
add that anyone tiken into the serv- 
ice will be paid in accord with the 
rates established by the United States 
railroad labor beard. 

“The C. & W. C. made no move ,to 
fill vacancies until] July 10. On July 
6 it gave notice that if its men did 
not return to work by July ]0 it would 
accept applications for employement 
‘by competent men and would ‘record 
their seniority as they are employed.’ ”

In 
view of the fact that there is so much 
to be seen, it is expected that many 
who attended Monday night will want 
to make another trip through the 
show rooms, and it is believed that 
those who visit it a second time 
through the week will swell the at- 
tendance each evening as the week 
of the show progresses. 

From an educationai point of view 
alone, directors consider that the show 
has already scored a big success. The 
information given Atlantans Monday 
night, and the advertising of Atlanta- 
made products is believed to represent 
a very Jong step toward the goal of 
placing Atlanta industries in the lime- 
light of the minds of the people. 

Big Range of Products. 

The thoroughness with which the 
management of the exposition has 
gone into the problem of giving At- 
fantans an opportunity to know their 
home city is evidenced by the fact 
that mantfactured products rang- 
ing from an unpretentious nail te a 
luxurjous automobile are on exhibit 
—products of Atlanta shops and fac- 
tories. Then the human. side of the 
exposition is thoroughly taken care of 
and the purely entertainment features 
of the show scored a big success Mon- 
day night. . 

Music was furnished by an excel- 
lent band, and the visitors were free- 
ly treated to samples of ice creain, 
coffee and other manufactured prod- 
ucts of the nature to add to the im- 
mediate enjoyment of the sightseers. 

As an example of the show, giving 
a cross section description, it might 
be well to mention the contrast of 
the nail machine ane the knitting 
machine. The one using a spool of 
wire to feed its hungry jaws as it 
rapidly bites off the wire and spits 
out the finished nail, while the other 
feeds itself from spools of yarn and 
proceeds to convert the thread into 
hosiery. Still another machine on 
exhibit making use ‘of the spool-feed- 
ing principle, is the loom where mod- 
ern cloth-making procegses are shown. 

Tech Booth Exhibits.’ 

Basic industries are portrayed, and 
the resources of the state of Georgia 
are brought to the attention through 
the exhibits at the booth of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology. How 
Georgia is preparing to keep up the 
work of producing is explained by 
the Tech display, which, among other 
things, consists of a Tesla coil, mak- 
ing use of 1,000,000 volts of electrici- 
ty. This display, as conducted by the 
Tech students in charge, gave many a 
visitor a thrill Monday night as the 
sputtering thread-like spark from the 
coil was guided through surprising 
stunts as the young engineering stu- 
dents enught it on the end of a pair 
of pliers and moved it back anc forth 
much as a spider web might me mov- 
ed by a brisk breeze. | 

Visitors will continue to have an 
opportunity to view this display 
throughout the week from 10 a. m. to 
10 p.m. The educational value of 
the exhibits to school pupils has been 
given special attention by the man-:

VOTE 10 SUSTAIN 
BONUS VETO SEE 


Senate Cannot Muster 
Required Two-thirds to 
Override Expected Veto 
of President Harding.

Washington, September 18.—Presi- 
dent Harding, having conveyed to the 
American Legion his displeasure with 
the present soldier bonus bill, may, 
be expected to veto it promptly. And 
a poll of the senate disclosed just 
enough votes to sustain the veto. 

Administration leaders, after con- 
ferring with the resident at the 
white house, predict that ne will send 
a “vigorous” veto message to congress, 
possibly Tuesday. 

Anti-bonus senators now feel cer- 
tain of gathering enougk votes to sus- 
tain the veto since Senator Curtis, 
republican floor leader has received 
a telegram from Senator Weller, just 
arrived in Los Angeles, from a junket 
(to Japam asking that he be paired 
as sustaining a veto. The latest ad- 
dition, leaving 62 votes to override the 
veto—is two less votes ‘han the nec- 
essary two-thirds majority.

Public Works Committee 
to Confer With Meador 
‘ Construction Company 
on Peachtree Road Cost. 


A seven-inch penetration asphaltic 
pavement along the Peachtree road 
car tracks seemed likely Monday, fol- 
lowing definite aband@nment of the 
proposal to Jay a concrete surface. 

To determine the exact cost of a 
seven-inch asphaltic pavement the 
public works committee of the board 
of county commissioners will confer 
Tuesday with officials of the Meador 
Construction company, the concern 
holding the contract as originally 
made for the paving which was aban: 
dioned two weeks ago. 

The plan to pave the area along 
the car tratks with concrete was 
abandoned Monday following a cen- 
ference between the committee and of- 
ficials of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, .at which it was 
agreed that the cost of a concrete 
surface was prohibitive and that as- 
phalt would make as satisfactory 
a pavement, 

Will Cost $50,000. 

It is understood that tne surface 
can be finished with, a seven-inch 
penetration asphalt method at an ap- 
proximate cost of $50,000, whereas 
the concrete paving would have cost 
in the neighborhood of $127,000. 

Power company officials claimed 
that the life of the present rails on 
Peachtree road was about eleven 
years, and the commissioners con- 
tended that it would be bad business 
to put down concrete and in eleven 
years, when it becomes necessary to 
replace the rails, have to biast up 
the concrete and rebuild the track. 

“The penetration pavement will 
have practically all the advantages of 
the concrete without this great draw- 
back,” said Oscar Mills, chairman 
of the committee. “We believe that 
in the long run penetration pavement 
will be more economical -than con- 
crete. 

Wanted Concrete. 

On the ground that concrete would 
afford a more durable surface, a com- 
mittee of Peachtree road residents 
have led a movement for such a 
pavement.

These men, together with 
50 other representatives of the city’s 
business and industrial life who com- 
pose the finance committee of the 
board, will begin Wednesday a cit- 
wide canvass of the city fur $150,000 
with which to finance the entertain- 
ment which is to be accorded the 75,- 
000 visitors to the city next July. 

Tuesday will be given over to the 
fizal organization of individual com- 
mittees which are to handle the cam- 
paign for the various lines of indus- 
trjal, commercial and professional life 
in the cits. There are 57 of these 
committees, each assigned to a par- 
ticular line of business with a-mem- 
bership chosen from the business to 
be canvassed. 

Beginning on Wednesday morning 
the teams will take the field to raise 
the entertainment fund, and expres 
sions made by chairmen of different 
divisions to the mecting Monday night 
indicated that practically the entire 
sum will be in hand by Saturday 
night. " 

Chairmen Will Report. 

The first reports from the field will 
be made back to the convention. board 
Wednesday noon at a luncheon at the 
Ansley hotel, when each chairman 
will report on the results of the first 
morning's work, 

In presenting the cause of the con- 
vention to the men who gathered at 
the dinner Monday evening, John 8: 
McClelland, chairman of the conven- 
tion board, stressed the magnitude of 
the event and its tremendous signifi- 
cance to the future of Atlanta. He 
stated that the order of Elks num- 
bers more than 800,000, and that 


lodges scattered all over the country 
in every city of five thousand and 
over which will be represented by 
delegates. 

Registrations at the past five con- 
ventions have averaged over 40,000, 
ihe stated, and the interest already 
manifested in the Atlanta gathering 
justifies the prediction that there will 
be at least 50,000 Elks here’ next 
July, in addition to thousands of other 
‘visitors.

After a big program last night,

Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, is 
hardly to be classed as a reformer, 
bift he is nevertheless the proponent 
of one reform that is of national 
Significance and of unusual merit.

Apropos of the visit of the Sulgrave com- 
mission today, it is interesting to recall 
that Georgia has perpetuated the fame 
of William Pitt and Edmund Burke for 
nearly a century and a half. . 

In 1777, the year after the colonists had 
declared their independence and while they 
were in the midst of a war with the mother 
country, a convention of Georgians held in 
Savannah, created eight counties. Six of 
these were named for distinguished English- 
men—for William Pitt, Earl of Chatham: 
for Edmund Burke; John Wilkes, who was 
the Tom Watson of his time: for the Earl 
of Camden, for the Duke of Richmond, and 
for Lord Effingham. Of the other two, one 
was named Liberty and the other Glynn. 
The pioneers of the county named for Lord 
Effingham were mostly German speaking, 
the Salzburgers, a bit of whose story ts 
told by Goethe in Hermann and Dorothea. 
Some of the Salzburgere were monarchists, 
but others were whigs and in full accord 
with their English-speaking neighbors in 
Savannah. 

Burke and Chatham and Wilkes were 
household names in Georgia in revolution- 
ary days. Georgia was the baby colony. 
It had been but 35 years since Oglethorpe 
and his little band had settled at Yama- 
craw. Many of the adult colonists had been 
born in England, Scotland or Ireland. 

Georgians had kept in close touch with 
the old country. George Whiteffeld, for 
whom a county was afterwards named, and 


Savannah when the colonies declared them- 
selves free and independent. The Haber- 
shams, Jacksons, Bullochs, Frasers, Screv- 
ens, MacIntoshes and Miilledges doubtless 
appeared on the ledgers of several London 


merchants, 
Thrilled By Burke. 

These people of British descent were 
thrilled by the eloquence of Burke and of 
Pitt, Earl of Chatham, in defense of the 
colonies. 

In 1775 Burke urged a policy of concilia- 
tion, asserting in the house of commons 
that the colonies never could be subjugated. 
The same year, Chatham, in the house 
of lords, had uttered that ringingwsentence 
recited by every American school boy: ‘‘If 
I were an American as I am an Englishman, 
while a foreign troop was landed in my 
country, I never would lay down my arms | 
—never—never—never.’’ 

Chatham county had been ‘established 
more than a year when the noble earl 
made his dramatic speech to the lords 
and sank, exhausted, into the arms of 
his second son who, five years later. at 
the age of 24, was himself to become 
prime minister of the kingdom. 

Only one other state, North Carolina, 
has honored the memory of Chatham and 
Ihurke by naming counties for them. The Old 
North State, too, had many ties binding 
her to England and Scotland—not least 
among them the incident of Flory Mac- 
Donald, the heroine of the Pretender’s 
escape. She had come to the new world to 
make a home, but, after a short stay, re- 
turned to her native highlands... And, by 
the way, what a romantic picture“ her 
story would make for some scenario writer.

Of them all, Burke’s fame shines on 
with undiminished glory. They remind 
one of some great constellation, blazing 
through the ages—Burke, like Pollux, 
growing more brilliant, and Castor, imper- 


ceptibly dimming as he recedes. 

Burke came late te parliament. The 
younger Pitt entered with the prestige of | 
his illustrious father. Fox entered with 
the great lustre of the powerful house | 
of Holland bebind him and a strain of 
‘tthe royal Stuart blood in bis veins, 

Burke’s only equipment was a range 
of knowledge which seemed to embrace 
every known subject, and an imagination 
n Oriental in its vivid- 
ness. Some one said of him: “‘He has col- 
lected riches from every scene of creation 
and every walk of art.’’ 

Reynolds pronounced him the best judge 
of pictures he ever knew. 

Dr. Sam Johnson said that meeting him 
under a shed, one would know that he was 
a remarkable man. He amazed Adam Smith 
with the ripeness and soundness of his 
philosophy on economic questions. 

Charles James Fox said that he would be 
at a loss to tell whether he had learned 
more from books or from Burke—and Fox 
himself, like the younger Pitt, was &@ pro- 
found scholar. 

As was later said of Jowett: ‘‘What 
Burke did not know, was not knowledge.” 


That was an age of geniuses. Across 
the channel, Voltaire was still on the stage, 
very old, very frail, but with his mental 
faculties unimpaired. His beloved d’Alem- 
bert, Diderot and Rousseau were writing 
and making the people think; blind du Def- 
fand was talking: Mirabeau was either get- 
ting in or out of prisovu; Danton was com- 
ing on: Roland was reading and talking 
and climbing; Marie Antoinette still shone 
with the brillance of the morning star, 
“full of life and joy and spiendor.”’

The temper of the “British govern- 
ment,was disclossd in the decision to 
hold no peace conference on the near 
east until Kemal Pasha, the Turkish 
nationalist military chieftain, assures 
the allied governments that he will 
respect the neutral zone aronnd the 
Dardanelles. 

Dardanelles Is Issue. 

The integrity of the Dardanelles, 
which was internationalized by the 
t' aty of Sevres, appears to be the 
immediate issues in the near east sit- 
uation. If the Turks show a willing- 
ness to keep this strategic waterway 
open on equal terms,to all nations, 
Great Britain will attempt to reach a 
settlement by negotiations. But all 
talk of a peace conference with Kemal! 
is definitely suspended until the Turks 
give evidence of their intention. re- 
garding the Dardanelles. 

The British Empirc. it was said, is 
prepared to defend the straits unaided. 
Preparations are being made on this 
basis. 

However, the government still hopes 
that France will join. Lord Curzon, 
British foreign minister, will go to 
Paris Tuesday to discuss the situation. 
His real mission, it is understood, is 
to learn the position of France re- 
garding military operations against 
the Turks, if they are necessary. There 
was some disappointment manifested 
at what was described as the “‘evasive”’ 
attitude of France in response to the 
British note calline on the allies to 
take joint military action in the near 
east oi the Turks attempt to cross the 
straits. : 

Intimations from Paris are that 
France is not prepared to take milita- 
ry action at present. Lord Curzon 
may try to persuade Premier Poin- 
care to alter his position. 

Highlanders Embark. 

An idea. of the scope of the British 
military and naval preparations is 
gained from the fact that Admiral 
Beatty and Sir Hugh Trenchard, chief 
of the air force, attended Monday's 
cabinet meeting in addition to the 
chief of staff of the army. 

The first battalion of Gordon High- 
landers consisting of 1,000 men, has 
embarked at Malta for the Near East. 
Special details of heavy and field ar- 
tillery were also sent. 

Lloyd George’s aggressive Near 
East policy has stirred up some, op- 
position here. Some of his oppon- 
ents declare that his appeal to the 
allies to join in the use of force 
against Kemal was one of the worst 
blunders of his politica! career. 

The Daily Mail, owned by the 
Northcliffe estate, is bitter in its crit- 


icism. 
Bitter Editorial. 

“The public has learned with aston- 
ishment and dismay that Premier 
Lloyd George is organizing a new war 
in the Near East after committing 
every conceivable blunder in Turco- 
Greek relations,’ The Mail says. 
“His policy borders-on insanity. ‘This 
new war must be sfopped. ‘The prob- 
lem can be settled without firing a 
shot.f We believe the whole country 
will repudiate Lloyd George’s wur- 
mongering demand.” 

Crowds gathered expectantly in 
Dow haarutreet to watch the cabinet 
members file into the premier’s offi- 
cial residence for the important de- 
liberations. When they saw _ the 
Earl of Cavan and Admiral Beatty 
enter, carrying maps and dispatches, 
the question, “Is It War?’ ran 
through the crowd as it did in the 
tense days of August, 1914. 

But there was an apparent attempt 
in government circles to cool off the 
war-like atmosphere, after officials 
had noted the apathetic reception 
which greeted the announcement of 
war plans at home and abroad. 

Labor Against War. 

Semi-officially it was explained that 
war is neither wanted nor planned. 
Kemal is not expected to precipitate 
war, it was said, and Great Britain 
has no intention of forcing hostilities. 
Britain is extremely desirous of set- 
tling the Near East problem thrdugh 
an international conference and only 
the gravest circumstances will lead 
the government to take military steps 
prior to a conference. 

Laborites have added their weight 

to the protest against war in the 
Near East. The 
party is organizing a “stop the war” 
campaign. A big  demonstvation 
against war is planned for Wednes- 
day night. 
Dispatches from the Near East in- 
dicate an easing up of the critical 
situation here. Kemal Pasha has not 
attempted an advance and has even 
advised London informelly that he 
does not regard Gregt Britain as an 
enemy.
